In Belllrigham, Wash., an enterprising 
commercial- operator delivers hot noon and eve- 
ning meals to War so ponton* dally for *1 a 
meal. Weekly menus are developed by a, nutri- 
tionist for the atate health department and are 
printed in th» local Sunday paper. Two Wiscon- 
sin communities — the city of Maliltowoa and 
Husk county — may decide to provide "mnals 
on wheels" as part of pilot programs beliiR de- 
veloped wlUi commission guldanoe,

about 30,000 hot meals dailly to the elderly.
